situation. However they were 
fooled. The T. M. U. did not col- 
lapse. 
Now they’ve pulled a new one. 
Knowing that they would not be 
able to take away the gains from 
the older messengers without hav- 
ing a battle, so they have started 
of firing these messengers, 
under the pretense that they have 
been working too long. They also 
hire young boys within the ages of 
16 and 17. They pay these mes- 
sengers the same wages we * 
to receive before we organized and 
gained the increases mentioned 
above. They promise them that 
after they have worked in the com- 
pany a half-year they will raise“ 
their wages to our standards. They 
hope by that time to take a slice 
out of the wages. However this 
they will not be able to do.
